higher rates than domestic laundries. 
Chinese lanndtymeu command higher 
prices than laundresses of other cation- 
K flies. 
A Chinaman oarna ordinarily 


fvoia .?8 to flO a week and his board 
niul lodging. The white or colored lann- 
dresn makes from $4 to $10 a week 
without board or lodging. The China- 
man works from 8 o'clock in the morn- 
ing until 1 or 3 o'clock at night. Some- 
times ha washes, sometimes he starches, 
sometimes he irons, but ho is always at 
it, not tireless, but persevering in spite 
of weariness and exhaustion. Other la- 
borers clamor for a working day of 
eight hom-s. Tho Chinaman • patiently 
works 17, takes care of his relatives in 
China, looks after his own poor in 
America and pnys his bills as he goes 
along.

the lowest sum paid for a man of all 
work. In u Chinese restaurant the low- 
cat wage p:'.id to n kitchen boy is $25 
per mouth nnd board.

The abort session of the present Con- 


greM will begin next Monday. 
East- 


ern papers say that Speaker Reed i\ ill 
Change his policy regarding private 
legislation as he now belie vest bore is 
no necessity for cheeseparing, and lie 
will permit the consideration of bills 
for the construction of federal build- 
ings in various parts of the country 


At the last session of Oongreas over 


two hundred bills providing for public 
buildings, many of them in the great 
West, were introduced. A number of 
these bills, one of which provided for 
the erection of a publij building in 
Iteuo, were reported favorably by the

on 
Public 
Buildings. 


Speaker Raed, who then thought he 
wus in the Presidential race, was de- 
termined to make a record for economy 
and would not permit any of these 
bills to be considered. This action in- 
curred for him the displeasure of 
many members whose re-election de- 
pended to a great extent upon their 
ability to get appropriations for public 
buildings in their districts.

That is a ques- 
tion which in all probability the mem- 
bers of the Legislature would like to 
have anawerd. It devolves upon the 
people to give them the information so 
that they can act intelligently when 
the Legislative convenes. 
A town in- 


corporation can be made expensive or 
inexpensive 
If we hare a salaried 


Mayor and board of aldermen we may 
tire of a city government in a very few 
months, while on the other hand if we 
have a city government something like 
that at the Capital of the State, the 
extra expense will be inconsiderable. 


It has been suggested that a meeting 


of the taxpayers and citizens of the 
town be held for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the incorporation question and 
ascertaining as nearly as may be what 
the people desire and the expense. The 
JOUSNAL was informed some time ago 
that the legislative delegation intended 
to call such a meeting, but so far it has 
not been done.

Engine House. 


A reporter who had sought at a fire 


engine boose information on a point 
concerning which the driver could best 
inform him stood -talking with the 
driver by the stall of one of the horses. 
The horse was secured by a tie strap 
commonly used in tbe department One 
end of the tie strap is made fast by a 
staple driven into the side of the stall, 
while the other end is passed through 
the throat latch of the horse's bridle and 
held on a pin that rises in a little recess 
in the side of the stall
